Rules for the collection of Octroi Duty in Lucknow 
for 1865-66. 


Under the authority given by Section’XII. of 
Act XVIII. of 1864, the following rules in regard 
to the levy of Octroi Duty in Lucknow; have Sein 
sanctioned by the Chief Commissioner, for the 
year 1865-66 :— : 

I—An Octroi or town duty will be levied on 
all articles brought into the city for consumption, 
re or use therein, according to the Schedule in 
joree. 

11.—The phowing are exempted from duty :— 
Ordnance Stores ; necessaries for the use of 
European Soldiers, their wives and families, and all 
stores of clothing, books, &c., procured by Com- 
manding Officers, for the use of their men (Euro- 
pean and Natives) ; also, Stationery for Govern- 
ment Offices. . .

VII.—Travellers are not exempted from these 
rules ; and the Collector, in cases when he knows 
or has reasonable grounds to suppose that goods 
liable to duty are being brought for sale or con- 
sumption within the city limits, in dawk gharries 
or other, conveyance, can apply to the Magistrate 
for aid in recovering dues on taxable articles, 
VIII.—An rson evading or refusing - 
ment of the Vanticn lawfully demanded, Sill 
liable on conviction by Magistrate to the penal- 
ties described in Section XV. of the Act. 
TX.—Merchants or other dealers in European 
goods, on arrival of their goods (or previously), can 








make a declaration of the total amount of invoice 
and pay accordingly, The farmer will have no 
power to examine their goods ; but he can report to 
the Magistrate if he objects to the amount as de- 
clared, and the Magistrate can call for and examine 
the invoice, 
. X.—The farmer cannot detain goods at the 
arrier or the Carrying Com 's Offices, pro- 
vided the invoice has Fs tela and coar¥ 
ment made for payment; but in any case of refusal 
to pay, he shall refer to the Magistrate. 

XI.—Merchants can pay according to their 
invoice, either oncea ana or on arrival of goods; 
but they will not be at liberty to remain ip arrears 
beyond the month. 

XII.—For all goods coming by public or pri- 
vate companies, the farmer must appoint a man 
to remain at the offices of the Companies. The 
consignees must declare the amount of invoice, 
and pay the duty before removing their goods. If 
the Agents of such Companies do not assist the 
farmer in preventing the removal of goods before, 
payment when so called upon, and in case of an}!
